In time trials Markel’s Ed Warren- 
tuned Harley clocked the quickest one- 
lap tour at 29.21, with Nixon only 1/100th 
of a second behind, 

Then came three 10-man Expert heats, 
The first three finishers transferred 
directly to the 14-mile final; places 4, 
5 and 6 went to the semi from which 
three riders would complete the 12-man 
National field. 

Markel zipped to fastest 10-lap heat 
race time, working up from 4th place to 
take over the lead from Gene Romero 
(Triumph) on lap seven, Third was Ray- 
born, Nixon came through for the next 
preliminary win ahead of Roger Reiman 
(H-D) and Art Barda (Velocette), Final 
heat went to Nixon’s Triumph cohort, 
Chuck Palmgren, who pushed his way 
from 3rd to beat out Harley-mounted 
newlywed, Mert Lawwill, and Nix (H-D), 
who was suffering from a bad case of 
the flu but competing nonetheless. 

In the semi-final, Dan Haaby (H-D) 
grabbed a quick lead and stretched itout 
to the finish, winding up in front of 
Dusty Coppage (Triumph) and Ralph

spots, 

Thus an all-National Number- lineup 
prepared to wage war on the San Jose 
oval which, despite attempts at proper 
track maintenance, was its usual rough, 
dusty low-groove self.

Markel Moves! 


Into the first turn they flew, Reiman 
in the lead, Palmgren right on his tail. 
But as the thundering pack approached 
turn two, Bart Markel made his move — 
on the outside! Miraculously creating his 
own private high groove, Bartsweptpast 
the front-runners, squared it off in mid- 
turn and dove into a solid lead, accom- 
panied by the screams of spectators who 
couldn’t believe their eyes. Markel’s 
maneuvers in that turnalone were worth 
the price of admission, displaying as 
they did the ultimate effort of a true 
champion racer.

| The Invisible 
Motorcycle 


Two boys satona motorcycle, stopped, 
off the road. An automobile speeds along 
the road, crashes into the bike, One of 
the boys is dead, the other seriously 
injured, The driver’s excuse,,,‘‘I didn’t 
see them,” 

Two boys on a cycle are riding down 
the highway. They are followed too close- 
ly by an automobile. The driver’s wife 
keeps saying, ‘‘Watch out for those 
kids,’’ The cyclists signal for a left turn 
and slow down, Theautomobile runs over 
them, Both are dead. The driver’s ex- 
cuse,.,‘‘I didn’t see them.” 

A boy and a girl on a motorcycle ap- 
proach an intersection witha green light, 
A truck is waiting to make a left turn, 
Just as the cycle enters the intersection 
the truck turns. The cycle runs under the 
truck. Both rider and passenger are 
dead, The driver’s excuse.,.‘‘I didn’t 
see them,” 

There is no argument that a motor- 
cycle is somewhat smaller than an auto- 
mobile, considerably smaller than a 
truck, But it is larger than a bicycle, a 
pedestrian, or a rock in the road. One of 
the requirements for obtaining a driver’s 
license is to be able to see. 

It has long been accepted that the 
driver behind is legally responsible to 
avoid the automobile in front whatever 
maneuver it makes, Why doesn’t this 
apply to a motorcycle in front? The on- 
coming traffic always has the right of 
way over a left turning vehicle. Why 
should the “invisibility”? of a motorcycle 
lessen this responsibility in any way? 
Specific legal advantages have been given 
pedestrians in California and it has be- 
come the responsibility of the auto 
driver and the motorcycle rider to see 
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on Sunday, August 25. And a special

them and avoid them, Perhaps itis going 
to be necessary to give specific advan- 
tages by law, to the cyclist. And if it is 
necessary it must be done. Putting hel- 
mets on the rider’s head as has been 
done throughout much of the nation is not 
making the rider more visible and it is 
not preventing these accidents. 

Perhaps the problem will beimproved 
by training the automobile driver, Driver 
training programs which put emphasis on 
the specifics of motorcycle operation will 
make the autoist more aware of the 
cyclist. But there are hundreds of thou- 
sands of auto drivers on the highways 
who were not trained by a driver training 
program, What about them? How do we 
become visible to them? 

Motorcycle people can do their part by 
being as obvious as possible. Using 
lights in the daytime attracts attention 
(Hey, your light’s on!’’) and is thus a 
safety feature, A special configuration of 
lights that is unmistakably a motorcycle 
should be designed by the industry. At- 
tention-getting clothes and cycles and 
even the often-objected-to noise can be 
a safety factor, How many times does one 
hear before even seeing a cycle? In the 
garbage of lights and shapes that affront 
the eyes of the motorist on a busy city 
street the motorcyclist needs all the 
help he can get. 

But ultimately the seeing or not seeing 
is in the mind. and not the eyes. The 
truck is doubly visible to the car because 
the mind says, ‘‘If that hits you, it’s all 
over.” The motorcycle will never have 
this kind of advantage. It is going to take 
the legislature, the very safety- 
conscious legislature, to make the 
motorcycle visible by enacting the kind 
of law that makes it the RESPONSIBIL- 
ITY of the driver to SEE THE MOTOR- 
CYCLE.,,to make the mind or the driver 
see the cyclist. 

“Invisibility” is really no excuse,

chain-reaction of happenings produced 
the strangest yellow-plate program ima- 
ginable, 

First, when the initial heat race was 
ready to go, discrepencies in timing 
were discovered, so the Experts ran 
instead while officials finalized the Ama- 
teur lineup. Then, with the starting order 
figured out, the first heat took off. 

Bob Self (Royal Enfield) hopped into an 
early lead ahead of Mark Brelsford 
(Triumph) and last year’s winner Jim 
Rice (BSA). In the heat of battle on lap 3, 
Brelsford and Rice made contact, and 
Rice wound up with a dangling skid-shoe. 
He continued on in third, however, and 
Brelsford got by Self for the lead, At 
least four laps passed and then Rice 
received the black flag...but he didn’t 
stop. In fact, he picked up speed and 
closed on the front-runners, Then, on the 
final lap, as Rice lapped last place Jim 
Ashmore (H-D) the black flag was waved 
again, Ashmore, thinking it was meant 
for him, pulled in, and Rice continued 
on even more rapidly, passing both Self 
and Brelsford to cop the win. 

Talk about mass confusion! Protest 
piled on top of protest as the other Ama- 
teur heats ran off (Don Harms’s Harley 
turned back Tommy Rockwood’s Triumph 
in one; Triumph-mounted Dave Smith 
beat out BSA rider Geezer Emick in the 
next). 

Finally a decision was made. Rice’s 
win would count, but a fine of $25 was 
levied against him for ignoring the black 
flag. Ashmore, although last place man in 
the heat, would be allowed to start the 
final, and to keep the peace among 
higher-up heat race finishers, all fourth- 
place men were also qualified for the 
feature instead of the usual three, 

So the start of the Amateur 14-lap 
final found a bulging 13-rider field on 
the line, At the drop of the flag, Rice 
roared into the lead, but in turn one of 
the second lap Geezer Emick unloaded 
hard and a restart was called for. 

Second try...this time with 12 men, 
Again Rice got the lead, again there was 
a crash on the second lap, sidelining 
Chal DeCecco (Triumph) and Bill Cody 
(H-D). ANOTHER restart, although the 
third time certainly wasn’t a charm for 
Brelsford, as his machine blew on the 
line, So nine men finally got underway, 

Self led Harms, Ashmore and Rice at 
the end of one lap, with Rice steadily 
moving up...third on the second lap, first 
on the third, And there he stayed, build- 
ing up a full straightaway lead over 
Harms and Self, who swapped places 
bitterly until Don went out with only a lap 
to go. Or so it seemed, But — fittingly 
somehow, in the face of all the other 
hassles — the race ran 15 laps instead of 
the scheduled 14, and Rice was followed 
to the checker by Self, Smith, Terry 
Sage (BSA), Jack Wilkinson (Honda) and 
Ashmore. Everyone else had either 
crashed or dropped out, while four of 
the finishers wouldn’t even have qualified 
for the race if no problems had arisen 
earlier. 

And so another San Jose National 
makes history...the kind of history that 
gives officials gray hair, but certainly 
gives the fans their money’s worth in 
action, suspense and drama,

Yamaha’s decision was like a $200gift 
from the gods to Baumann, who cut his 
racing teeth at Vaca Valley and who 
knows the track surface as well as any- 
body. Unless something drastic was to 
happen (and it didn’t) the red-haired San 
Franciscan was a cinch for first overall 
in the 350-Open class, 

Duff was a little less impressed, When 
asked how he found Vaca Valley he re- 
plied with one word: ‘Bumpy?’ But Ex- 
pert that he is, he began exploring the 
potholes and slick spots, and was soon 
getting around nearly as fastas Baumann 
and his fellow Vaca Valley ‘‘king’’ Ron

GRANTS PASS, Ore., Sat., Aug. 24 — 
Heavy rains that canceled races to the 
North and eventually caused a cancella- 
tion of the Sunday championship racesat 
Sunny Valley, held off for Saturday night’s 
Oregon State Championship Motorcycle 
races at the Josephine County Fair- 
grounds, 

The seventh annual season ender for 
the Fairgrounds races sponsored by the 
Rogue Valley Riders Inc. and sanctioned 
by AMA, were staged under a canopy of 
clouds that withheld release of any mois- 
ture until several hours after the races 
were completed and the final trophies 
awarded, 

Nearly 200 entries provided some of 
the season’s best races for the largest 
crowd of racing fans of the year that 
filled the two grandstands and a portion 
of the extra bleachers brought in for 
the events. 

Plenty of spills on the crowded turns 
and one sensational flip that came in the 
500 A Main in front of the grandstands

Trailing Ribley was 
second place finisher Gary Pendleton on 
a Triumph and Wayne Butterfield, also 
Triumph, who gave Pendleton a good 
tussle for the second position.

BONNEVILLE 


Two hundred and nine pre-entries for the Bonneville National 
Speed Trials, hung five and were wiped out. Early arrivals trailered 
into Wendover, Utah-Nevada on August 17, with little expectation of 
the disaster that was fleeting about in the form of grey wispy clouds. 


For the majority of previous days in 
the month of August, storms of wind, hail 
and rain had called on Wendover as fre- 
quently as the Greyhound bus, But, en- 
thusiasm’s exuberent warmth diminished 
nature’s calling card into a saturated 
cloud cover of nothingness. Racers were 
sure all systems would be go, beginning 
tomorrow, 

It was a soon-known fact that the 
S.C.T.A, had been prevented from laying 
down cables, the long black line, etc., 
and on Sunday the 18th of August, pros- 
pects for drying out and preparing the 
surface looked good. As a result ma- 
chines were inspected by the A.M,A, 
officials in a local Wendover parking lot 
to expedite the necessities that prelude 
a week’s running for world’s speed 
records, 

What an eager group, these racers! 
Just a short distance out on the west 
side of town is an old stretch of highway 
that was condemned when the new high- 
way was completed. Ah, but the highway 
engineers didn’t appreciate the gusto and 
need of tranquility in men with a seed of 
speed in their body, Unusable HELL! A 
perfect spot of straight line travel that 
would suffice in what the salt had not 
provided, a place for tuning at speed, A 
migration took place from Wendover’s 
city proper, led by one of the outstanding 
single-engine streamliners, I must here 
state that the owners were not aware of 
their role as the Pied Piper, but soon a 
Bonneville national program was being 
run on asphalt. All seemed well, until 
one twin-engine Kawasaki wiped out at a 
speed in excess of one hundred miles 
per hour, the rider was dumped un- 
graciously on his kazoo and the machine 
was crudely streamlined on one side by 
removing the protruding carburetors. 
After that display of ingenuity, the mass- 
es moved back to Wendover in anticipa- 
tion of better sense and conditions on 
the salt flats for tomorrow. 

Alas, nature showed her calm temper- 
ament of Sunday as nothing but a ruse, 
and let loose with the full fury of a low 
pressure area Monday nightand morning, 
Not a chance for racing today, maybe 
tomorrow and as the days progressed, 
tomorrow---tomorro---tom---to----- 

The only speed recorded in five days 
of waiting, was the draining of cocktail 
glasses and the galloping of cards, dice 
and one-armed bandits, with many hours 
of bench racing.and socializing thrownin, 


Over Before It Starts 


Thursday, August 23 ‘the S.C.TA. 
called a meeting at 10 a.m. tò decide if 
further waiting for improved salt condi- 
tions would be worthwhile, and finally 
voted to call it quits for 1968, Many of 
the entries had already left for home on 
previous days and the S.C.T.A. decision 
came as no surprise, but was.considered 
a mere formality. By Thursday p.m., 
most of the racers and machines had 
spread towards home like mercury spill- 
ed on a glass table top, 
i Well, and,.good, but.the return. trips 
* were not traveled in sullen silence as 
* that which usually accompanies defeated 
‘ racers, but rather with very .vehement 
, complaints that are usually produced by 

someone fleéced by a gypo artist: 

Fifty-seven motorcycle pre-entries 

x and a few post-entries had paid a set 


thirty-dollar entry fee for six days of ` 


record attempts and received nothing in 
return, By all appearances someone was 
pocketing the 1,700 dollars plus, and 
fleeing for parts unknown, 

Notice I said, ‘By all appearances,” 
Even I drew a hasty conclusion based on 
known facts of the evil weather and the 
prevention of S.C,T.A, to take any action 
in providing a race program. I only 
looked at the surface, where timing 
stands, cables, the black line and grading 
had not been set up, and decided that 
there was no cost inyolved to the govern- 
ing association. All workers for the 


timing association are total volunteers; 
there are absolutely no wages involved. 
Use of the Bonneville Salt Flat facilities 
are free of cost, even you or Ican obtain 
the use by filing for a reservation. The 
only stipulation is that you provide an 
ambulance service, So what could justify 
the money retained by the S.C,T.A.? 

With just a mere scraping of the sur- 
face it was easy to find where the cost 
to S.C.T.A, had developed, Remember, 
this is a non-profit organization and 
subsequently non-profit. Did you see the 
beautiful 40-page program for 1968 that 
could be used only this once and yet 
must be paid for? I saw it, but never for 
a moment considered the cost. How about 
advance publicity, paper work and those 
little blue and white decals dated with 
the year 1968 and now pasted on many 
windshields? There must be some pretty 
involved statistics on the cost involved 
in that little bit of paper and glue alone! 
As I said, “Just a mere scraping of the 
surface.’ The entry that paid a fee did 
so because he was not capable of setting 
up the facilities, including advertise- 
ment, and even though no actual record 
runs took place, he must help foot the 
bill, 

Now relax, there is more news hum- 
ming on the wire. One individual , long 
associated with the S.C.T.A,, is making 
every possible effort to reschedule Bon- 
neville 1968 for early October of this 
year. If Mr. Flanders and Some of our 
motorcycle distributors will cooperate, 
we may yet witness the actual running 
of Bonneville’s 20th Annual Speed Trials, 
It.may be a long way to Wendover, but 
it’s a lot further in time and space, 
to 1969. 


Bonneville Machines 


Many of the entries were re-runs of 
1967 and some of the first-timers had 
provided advance notice so that we knew 
what to expect. Some real surprises 
were yet in store, though, such as Den- 
nis Manning’s and Don Blessing’s 500cc 
streamlined Suzuki which made its trail- 
ered debut. Beautiful, and would you be- 
lieve 25 total pounds of framework? 

Streamliners are running off the gar- 
age floors like production work, Scott 
Laurence of Detroit, Michigan entered a 
650cc Kawasaki fuel-burning stream- 
liner. Richard Vesco put full coverage 
on a 98cc Bridgestone and we had the 
regulars like Monroe, Richards and 
Leppan. 

One entry really going for broke (or 
break) was Gary Blessingham of Minnea- 
polis, Minn..

FIRST PRO 
RACE AT 
PLACERVILLE

PLACERVILLE, Cal., Aug. 17— “Good 
evening and welcome to El Dorado County 
Fairgrounds...” The announcer went on 
to tell the crowd what they could expect, 
but no one could have said what fast 
action we were in store for,

The real shocker was #152z Robert 
Morgan of San Leandro on a Bultaco, 
mixing it up with Waldman and #46z 
Mike Yarn (who was Mr, Indoor of ‘67). 
Coming in for lap one Robert was in 
second place with Yarn on his fender. 
As they rounded corner #4 for lap 3 
Robert went high and Yarn got through. 
It’s great to see a Novice stand up to 
an Expert. 


Hansen/Kawasaki Combo 

The announcer had said to watch #124z 
Davey Hansen on a Cancilla Kawasaki, 
Off the line into first corner Davey took 
the lead and his masterful Kawasaki held 
the lead to win and also taking the fast- 
est of the heats so far. Taking the lead 
in heat 5 was #22y Bobby Self riding a 
Lankins Suzuki, Paul Bostrom got inand 
Bobby took a second with #156y Frank 
Gillespie in 3rd. 

As the program progressed from heats 
to semis, the first was really something 
else! Two top Novice racers were really 
battling, Davey Hansen with Harry Dring 
on a Yamaha in second just working to 
take the lead. As they came down the 
back chute on lap 5, Davey’s bike seized 
and he pulled into the pits.

As they took the checkered flag the 
dashers were still turned on and Hinkle 
went down with Ralph Waldman and.Nick 
Theroux joining him. When the riders 
stood up there were only two machines 
visible. Ralph Waldman’s. had gone over 
the wall! Hinkle received the trophy from 
the Maid of El Dorado County, 

Steve, Bales on a SuZuki took the lead 
in the B Main Event only to have Russ 
Powell on a Ducati take it on the back 
chute, with Lucky Threaway ona Bultaco 
in 3rd. They took the checkered flag after 
6 laps, 

Finally, the ‘‘A’’ Main Event, On lap 
one Harry Dring took the lead, the 18- 
year-old Novice from Oakland, In 2nd 
was Bob Self, 3rd Paul Bostrom and in 
fourth it was ‘Wayne Livingston.
